classified "Confidential," and portions of Document 13t9, 
classified "Top Secret," are exempt from disclosure. The 
classified oortions of these documents are exempt from 
GDS in Cateacries two and three, as described in executive

and/or declassification. The "Top Secret" information is 
lassified, as its disclosure would seriously damage national 
efense interests. The "Confidential" information is 
classified to protect intelligence sources and our interest 
in a soecific foreign relations matter.
